On page 436 of your Catalogue, with respect to e coin of Samma, there is 
a statement that it cones from a lot of five or six similar examples which 
were found in the neighvorhoed of Kertche ‘This appears to be a hoard. Do 
your records give any information regarding other ¢vins which may have been 
found with it? 


With regard to another hoard from which you have obtained pieces of this 
same region - that of the octodrachns of Macedonia found at Istip, to which 
Me Svoronos refers in his L‘Helienisme Primitif de la Macedoine, I saw one of 
these pieces in the possession of Ritscs lusi summer. May I ask if you did 
net obtain your pieces from him, and whether you have more than the three men 
tioned by M. Svoronos on page 9 and 25? =
